President  John  S.  Kyser  de- 
plored the  emphasis  in  education 
on  "quantity"  and  appealed  for 
a"  consideration  of  "quality"  as 
he  addressed  a  capacity  Home- 
coming luncheon  assembly  in  St. 
Denis  Cafeteria. 

"Are  any  of  you  just  a  little 
tired  of  the  endless  stress  on 
quantities  which  seem  to  be 
elevated  above  everything  else  in 
the  values  that  we  attach  to  our 
daily   living?"  he   asked. 

"Somehow,"  he  said,  "we  must 
find  ways  to  single  out  more  in- 
tently and  serve  those  yoimg 
people  who  want  higher  educa- 
tion that  is  really  higher.  There 
are  young  people  who  still  feel 
the  urge  to  do  more  than  learn 
how  to  do  something  that  is  de- 
manded in  the  market  place." 

In  his  concluding  challenge  to 
the  alumni,  he  said:  "If  we  could 
leave  this  luncheon  with  only  a 
dozen  people  agreeing  that  the 
search  for  an  underwriting  of 
values  is  the  great  need  of  our 
times,  and  that  at  least  one  col- 
lege, NSC,  should  have  the  sup- 
port to  work  at  this  job,  regard- 
less of  numbers,  there  is  no  pro- 
jection of  the  endless  good  that 
we  might  do.  It  is  a  challenge 
that  I  devoutly  wish  many  of  you 
would  embrace;  educationally,  it 


could  make  this  the  greatest 
Homecoming  of  all."

Coach  Huey  W.  Cranford's  bas- 
ketball team  begins  action  here 
against  Southeastern  Oklahoma, 
November  25  and  26  with  hopes 
of  posting  a  better  record  in 
1963-64.  Hopes  hinge  on  the  play 
of  several  returning  lettermen 
plus  a  trio  of  top  newcomers. 

In  cross-country,  defending 
champion  Northwestern  has  won 
over  Louisiana  Tech  and  Mc- 
Neese, while  losing  to  Northeast 
and  finishing  third  in  a  triangu- 
lar race  with  Northeast  and  Tech. 

The  baseball  team  has  been 
working  out  for  some  time  in 
fall,  preseason  drills. 
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
